No. 9J’G(34)/71. — -The Government of India have received 
the Administration Report of the Port of Calcutta for the 
year 1969-70, The following are the important features of 
the report 

(1) Financial Position 

The revenue receipts of the port Commissioners for the 
year under review amounted to Rs. 2824.48 lakhs as 
against Rs. 2346,63 lakhs in the previous year. 

The expenditure during the year amounted to Rs. 3283.24 
lakhs as against Rs. 2729.72 lakhs in the previous year. The 
year thus ended with a deficit of Rs. 438.76 lakhs as against 
a deficit of Rs. 383.10 lakhs in the previous year. The total 
balances in the Revenue Reserve and other Funds as on 
the 31st March, 1970 amounted to Rs, 341.73 lakhs. 

12) Traffic 

The total traffic (imports and exports), which passed 
through the port during the year under review, was 3.40 
million tonnes of imports and 3A9 million tonnes of ex- • 
ports, respectively, as against the corresponding figures of 
4.00 million tonnes and 3.96 million tonnes for the year 

1968- 69. 

(3) Port Railway 

The income derived from the port Railway during the year 

1969- 70 amoxmted to Rs. 266.78 lakhs as against Rs. 239.10 
lakhs in 1968-69. 

(4) Passenger Traffic 

The number of passengers who embarked into and disem- 
barked from sea-going vessels was 12,289 and 7,893 res- 
pectively. The corresponding figures for 1968-69 were 14,404 
and 84 respectively, 

(3) Shipping 

The number of vessels which entered the port in 1969-70 
was 1,237 as against 1,409 In the previous year. 


(6) Haidia and Saugor Anchorages and Haldia oil Jett^ 

The Haldia enchora^e was not used this year for lightening 
deep drafted foodgrain vessels. Two vessels used the cn- 
chorage for lopping up 3,426 and 3,433 tonnes of iron ore. 
Another vessel used the enchorage for topping up 833 tonnes 
of gunnies. During the year 1969-70, 28 oil tankers worked 
at Haldia Oil Jetty as against 12 in the previous year. Die 
total tonnage of oil traffic which passed through this Jetty 
during the year was 283,696 tonnes, as compared to 76,963 
tonnes during the previous year. 

At Saugor. six bulk carriers with foodgrains were accepted 
during the year for lightening and the quantity so lightened 
and loaded into .smaller vessels amounted to 228,111 tonnes. 

(7) River Model Experiments 

A number of studios were carried out and completed by 
Hydraulic Study Department on various problems of naviga- 
tion. 

(8) Labour and labour welfare Measures 

The labour situation in the port during the year under 
review was difficult and there were many strikes and stoppag- 
es of work. The various amenities provided for labour con- 
tinued to be available during the year. 

(9) Port Charges 

There was no major increase of port charges during the 
year bearing revision of the local haulage charge estimated 
to bring additional revenue of Rs, 30 lakhs per annum. 

(10) Hooghly Pilotage 

The income from pilotage during the year 1969-70 was 
Rs. 65,65 lakhs and the expenditure Rs. 108.55 lakhs, resul- 
ting in a deficit of Rs. 42.90 lakhs, 

HT) Capital Account 

Expenditure during the year on Capital Works amounted to 
Rs. 10.11 crores. 

Works completed during the year cover 200 bed hospital at 
Mujerhat at an estimated cost of Rs. 101.5 lakhs, staff quar- 
ters attached to the hospital at an estimated cost of Rs. 
21 lakhs and one twin screw launch at an estimated cost 
of Rs, 9.5 lakhs,
